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FAVORS WALK-UP SYSTEM 



COL. MATT WINN ENDORSES PLAN FOR ITS 
ADOPTION ON KENTUCKY TRACKS. 



Believes It Will Tend to Cleaner and More Satis- 
factory Sport — Budget of Interesting 
Gossip from Kentucky. 



Louisville, Ky„ March 26. — C«.l. M. J. Winn 
is heartily in favor of the adoption by the State 
Racing Commission of the walk-up system of start- 
1 0,1 tne Kentucky tracks, as proposed h.v Colonel 
Altlion ^ oinijr. Colonel Winn says that in his 
opinion this method will serve to relieve the turf 
of several objectionable features. He says that it 
is a reform that will be appreciated by the turfmen 
and public alike. He says that it would Ik- easier 
to leach horses the walk-up start tiiau to line thei 
at the barrier and then send them off. Colonel Winn 
has for a long time favored the walk-up start. He 
Is’cauie impressed with its superiority at the time he 
was in charge at City Park, New Orleans, and during 
the j asi winter at Juarez, where Mars Cassidy used 
the system with exceptionally good results. The 
proposed system. Colonel Winn says, will have tin- 
effect of affording cleaner racing, and will prevent 
protests which the patrons utter at times against 
strong-arm assistants of the starter. There is no 
denying the fact, he says, that frequently dis- 
gruntled individuals make serious charges against 
the assistants of the starter. They are charged with 
whipping hones at the imst and lidding them until 
every chance of winning is lessened. Even if this 
system did not possess advantages which are ap- 
parent. its adoption would stop many ugly allega- 
tions. although the truth is that, in a vast majority 
of eases, the accusations are baseless, he says. He 
says it will not lie long until owners and the patrons 
of racing will wonder why the walk-up start was 
not generally adopted years ago. 

Co ion* 1 Winn lias in his imssession the drum and 
flag which were used in the early days of racing in 
Kentucky. Price McGrath was the owuer of the 
drum, now in the iiossessiou of the New Lonisvillc 
Jockey Club, and it is the very same which that 
famous turfman tapjied to send on their journeys 
the greatest race horses this country has ever known. 

The drum was originally presented l»y a relative 
of Mr. McGrath to the Kentucky Racing Association. 
Next -ft — was given to Captain Sam Drown and l*y 
that gentleman to Colt nel Winn. 

Figbtiug 15ol> was the only Derby candidate to do 
any fast work at Churchill Downs yesterday, and 
trainer Gass only let the lteif colt work a comfort- 
able mile in 1:474. a second and two-fifths faster 
than his previous mile. Each day this good-looking 
son of Knight of Ellersiie adds to his friends among 
the horsemen at the local track and he is likely to 
have a strong following in the Derby. 

Trainer Raleigh Colston, to the surprise of other 
trainers who were looking for the colt to do a speedy 
trial yesterday, only let Waldo canter several slow 
miles, hut he worked the good-looking two-year-old 
colt by Rr< mm stick — Sue Smith three-eighths in 
362. lie went the tirst eighth in 11 J anil the quarter 
in '24J. 

Two of George J. Long’s home-bred chestnut colts 
worked the same distance a fifth of a second slower. 
The ls-tter lik«-d of these two Baslifnrd Manor young- 
sters is named Enyoe. which is trainer Coyne’s last 
name spoiled backward. 

The weather was ideal for training operations and 
as experienced a trainer as Toni Stevens said he 
could recall no March morning, even in California, 
that was pleasanter than that of yesterday at the 
ha-al track. Joliu Marklein also said he had seen 
more good days here in March this year than had 
marked many entire spring training seasons in 
Kentucky up to Dcrliv day. Said he: 

“If southern trained Iterhy candidates come here 
expecting the locally -handled colts to he short, they 
will have another guess, as I never saw a lot of 
horse* in the spring so forward in their preparation 
as the bunch in training here this season.” 

T. C. McDowell shipped through this city yester- 
day" his good broodmare. Countess Irma, the dam 
of The peer, which won so many races f<*r Pat 
Dunne last season. The mare is on her way to Iiar- 
n, . v Seltrei Iter’s Woodlands Farm in Missouri to he 
mated this season to Sain. Countess Irma is a 
•laughter of Sir Dixon, and among the most prized 
stud matrons at Ashland Farm. 

When racing liegins at Churchill Downs May 10 
tlie public will note many changes and improvements. 
The | ml dir entrance t<* the paddock will lie widened 
considerable to relieve the congestion that lias ex- 
isted there. Hereafter those visiting the paddock 
will enter at a point close to the track fence. The 
pari-mutuel department at Churchill Downs is lieiug 
so arranged that In future fifteen cashiers will pay 
off the lucky Is-ttors. A field entrance is lieiug built 
on the Fourth avenue side of the track. It will 
cross the course one hundred yards from tlie quarter 
post. A new fence is Itcing Imilt around the Inner 
track. The clubhouse is being refurnished. The 
park at Churchill Downs is lining supplied with new 
trees, plants and bright -colored flowers. With the 
pew green and floral decorations anil paint and 
Whitewash the historic course will have on its best 
liib and tucker when the sport begins May to.

Horses in Advanced State of Preparation and Keen | 
Interest Manifested in Approaching Meeting. 

Lexington. Ky.. March 26. — Five weeks in advance 
of the opening of the Kentucky Association's spring 
meeting, the local situation is encouraging. There 
is decidedly more wholesome interest in racing among 
the substantial pimple of the blue grass region than 
for several seasons past. An encouraging token is 
the presence at the track each morning of a large 
number of Lexington's substantial citizens to wit- 
ness tlie gallops. There are now more than 100 
horses in training here and applications for stalls 
for more than 100 others have already been made. 
The weather during the mouth of March lias been 
unprecedentedly favorable for training and in con- 
sequence the horses are much more advanced than 
usual. 

Racing Secretary William Shelley will conic here 
from Louisville next Thursday ami will enter upon 
his work of preparation for the meeting the follow- 
ing day. He will announce the program on April 

15. There are to be six races on each of the seven 

days, with no purse of less than $300 and a feature 
to which the added money will he not less than 

| $300 each day. The weights for the Camden Han- 

dicap. which is to serve as a preliminary to the 
Kentucky Derby, and which will lie run May 3, 
will be announced April 15. Tin 1 eligihles for this 
race are Wabio. Donati. Fighting Rob. Doea Grande. 
Eye White. John Furlong. Sureget, Howdy Ilowdy. 
My Gal. Jim- Morris, lioola Koola. King Solomon. 
Collis Ormsliy. Keilitf. Don Antonio. Foxy Mary. 
Markie M.. Dourbonite, Aeon. Sager. V reeland. Ethel 
I*.. Coliuet, Eereno, Naunette, Zulu, Zahra and 
Mazor. 

Superintendent Ross has the track in satisfaetory 
condition and for the past six weeks has been 
making improvements on tlie grounds. Chief of these 
is the new entrance from Breckinridge street, which J 
affords better street car service and eliminates a 
long walk. The grandstand is lieing ‘repainted and 
a number of boxes have been arranged in its center. 

No horse at the track has as yet been worked 

out a mile at top speed, but mine of the more 

mature racers are nearing that stage in their prep- 
aration. The two-year-olds are going quarters in 
24. three-eighths in 36. end one. John Bradley’s 
Alice-a-Dale has been a half in 50. This is re- 
garded as sensational work, since none of the older 
horses has covered the distance in faster time. 

Horses like J«,e Morris. Boola Itoola, Miami. John 

Furlong. Markie M.. Merrick. Cherryola. Starport. 
Berwick, etc., have been working halves in from 50 I 
to 51.

FAST TIME AT MONCREIF 



Lexington. K.v.. March 26. — The Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, with Chairman J. P. Chinn and 
Messrs. Milton Young anil Charles Grainger present, 
met here today under the call of the chairman to 
take action with reference to the failure of the 
Latimia Jockey Club to pay the commission’s assess- 
ment of $1,935. this sum being at the rate of $15 
tier day for 129 days’ racing that were given at 
I-atouia during the years 1908 and 19o9. When the 
dates for the Kentucky spring meetings were granted 
at a previous session of the commission, it was the 
understanding that the associations would not lie 
granted their licenses for this year until they hail 
paid their arrears to the racing commission. Secre 
tnry Rouse reported today that the Lexington anil 
Louisville associations had paid up and licenses were 
granted for meetings here and at Churchill Downs. 

Secretary Rouse said that Latimia had not settled, 
that lie had communicated with President Harvey 
Myers of Latonia concerning the matter anil that 
Mr. Myers had informed him that the directors had 
taken no action and tliat he did not know their inten- 
tions. When tiie Latonia Jockey Club took its stand 
against the edict of the commission that there 
should be no Imckmakiug on Kentucky tracks, sued 
out an injunction against the commission and gave 
a meeting with I looks on. a bond was required by 
the Kenton Circuit Court to cover any loss to 
the commission should it win its case. The Court 
of Appeals decided in favor of the commission and 
under the law tne commission has recourse to the 
bond that was given at the time the injunction was 
issued. Attorney Morgan Chinn was accordingly in- 
structed today to proceed before the Court of Ap- 
peals for a rule that will enforce the collection of 
that bond, hut it is not the desire of the commission 
to take this extreme step unless the Iattonia man- 
agement pointedly refuses to settle the assessment 
that was made under the law creating the commis- 
sion. Hy way of conveying to the Latonia Jockey 
Club its further intentions in tick event the $1,935 
is not paid, the commission resolved to revoke the 
license of any trainer or jockey participating at a 
meeting on any unlicensed track, to disqualify from 
racing on licensed tracks any horse that runs at an 
unlicensed track and to revoke the license of any 
association that permits such liorses. trainers, or 
jockeys to participate in their meetings. In a nut- 
shell. if Latonia does not pay the assessment, tlie 
commission will not grant it a license for its meet- 
ing- and if tlie meeting is given without a license, 
trainers, jockeys and liorses racing there will stand 
us ruled off tlie Kentucky tracks under control of 
the commission. 

The members of tlie commission believe Latonia 
will settle and will not force this extreme action, 
but its officials have been dilatory, to say the 
least, and have put the commission to considerable 
annoyance anil inconvenience. Tlie commission lias 
settled with its attorneys for the battle in the 
courts tliat Latonia started and lost, and the sum 
paid in fees alone was $3.(S¥). Altogether, the liti- 
gation has cost the commission nearly $10,000 during 
the four years of Us existence. 

At a recent meeting of the directors of the Ken- 
tucky Association, it was proposed that the revenue 
to the association from money wagered through tlie 
pari-mutuel machines and auction pools be increased 
from five to seven per cent, anil that the matter he 
taken up with the State Racing Commission. There 
was no representative of the Kentucky Association 
before the commission today anil the subject was not 
broached. After the commission adjourned, one 
of the members was asked concerning the proposed 
raise. It was the first he hail heard of it and he 
thought the Kentucky Association would make a 
mistake iu attempting it. 

Tlie commission had liefore it Colonel Young’s pro- 
pos.il amendments to the rules governing the starter 
and his assistants, and it is certain that they will 
!>e adopted at the next meeting, which is to Ik? held 
April 14, the day liefore the terms of the present 
members expire. It is expected that Governor Will- 
sou will announce his appointments for the new com- 
mission liefore April 15. The governor has made no 
announcement of his intentions, hut lie has discussed 
probable appointees with some of his friends, and 
it is hi-roa'liouts regarded as practically certain that 
Colonel Milton Young and Colonel E. F. Clay will 
continue as members, and possibly so will Colonel 
Jack Chinn. George J. I>mg, of Bash ford Manor 
St ml. Louisville, is regarded as certain to be ap- 
pointed if he will accept. Influences are at work 
for the retention of Charles F. Grainger, of Louis- 
ville. and for the appointment of Johnson N. Cam- 
den. president of the Kentueky Association and 
owner of Hartlamt Stud, likewise for Thomas C. Mc- 
Dowell. owner of Ashland Stud. It is said, how- 
ever. that the governor is not favorably disposed 
towards .the appointment of any man who is directly 
concerned in the management of any race track, and 
if this be the case the efforts for Messrs. Grainger 
and Camden will go for naught. 

Clarence H. Maokay. after two days at Kingston 
Stud, returned to New York this morning.

Jack Atkin Runs Mile in 1 :39‘ with 142 Founds 
Up in Winning the St. John's Handicap, 
Principal Feature of Card. 



Jacksonville. Fla., March 26. — One of the best 
programs of tlie meeting was provided at Moncrelf 
Park today. Seven races were run, the features of 
which were the St. John's Handicap and a condition 
sprint at three-quarters. Barney Schreiber’s great 
horse. Jack Atkin, added to his womlerful record a 
victory iji the St. John’s Handicap. This truly great 
horse picked tip 142 pounds and ran the mile in 
1:394. which equaled tlie track record. It Was a 
notable fierforuia uce and shows that the great son 
of Sain is probably as giant just now as at any time 
(luring his career. Jack Atkin was ridden by Dave 
Nieol. made all of his own pace and won by a 
neck from Polls i,n a whipping finish. In the third 
race Powers saddled another winner in Harry L. 
Shaw’s Hamburg filly. Top Note, which won from 
good opposition aud equaled tlie track record of 1:114 
for three-quarters. All of the horses that Powers is 
handling are in tiptop condition just now and he 
will go north with a powerful stahie this spring. 
Sir Kearney and Hans reduced the track records for 
four and one-half furlongs and a mile aud an eighth 
in winning their respective races. 

In tlie fifth race. Miss Popular, carrying the colors 
of “Snapper” Garrison, anil heavily hacked both at 
the track anil elsewhere, managed to heat Boserrian 
a nose in a desperate stretch drive, iu which Pow- 
ers gave one of his best exhibitions. Jack Atkin. 
Miss Popular and Hans scored as favorites. In the 
third race. Jack Parker, the odils-on favorite, kept 
iK-aring out with Obert In rounding the far turn. 
Patrol Judge William Murray bore Ohcrt out in 
this statement. After the races the judges issued 
the following: We find that in the third race of 

this date jockey Obert tiet $100 on Jack Parker 
through C. K. Lyman without the consent of the 
owner. Under rule 1S5 we recommend that his 
license lie revoked. The rule reads: No jockey 

shall lief on any race except through the owner and 
on the horse which he rides. For a violation of 
this rule the offender’s license shall be revoked. 

The poor showing made by Molese.v in the seventh 
race also brought another official ruling, which bars 
the further entries of P. Knebelkamp. 

After Furnace was beaten in the sixth race he 
was claimed by E. Trotter, who had Imitate In the 
race.

Tin* plant was still crude and 
uninviting. Only two lionks operated and specula- 
tion was deeidely light. The Pensacola putilie is 
not sufficiently enlightened on racing, lint appears as 
if likely to take kindly to the sport if given oppor- 
tunity to witness the real article. It is difficult to 
forecast the future of the present venture. Tin* 
management seemed elated at the big turu-out tint 
disappointed by the scarcity of layers doing business. 
Some means of improving betting conditions may be 
devised liefore Monday. 

Tin* racing over tlie narrow track was replete with 
crowding that threatened frequent accidents, es- 
pecially on the turns. Edward Corrigan’s re-entry 
to the tnrf was a triumphal one. his Uhenault and 
Ramon Corona accounting for the tirst two purses, 
while Tom Dolan, another of his representatives, 
was coupled with Pin Pico, one pf the other winners.

OPPOSING THE MILLER BILL. 

Toronto. Out.. March 26. — The Canadian Sportsman 
this week makes the following comment on the 
Miller hill: 

"The attention of the good people of Canada and 
of tlie members <>f the House of Commons, in par- 
ticular. is directed to tlie action of the district 
attorneys of tlie state of New York assembled in 
convention at Albany on Wednesday. March 16. A 
s|iecial district attorney. George Austin, of Greene 
County, recently appointed liy Governor Hughes and 
given the additional emiiinni’ent of a couimissioner- 
sliip to investigate the state purchase of lands in 
tlie Adlrondaeks. made an impassioned plea behind 
closed doors tor an official recognition «on the part 
of the association and endorsement of the gov- 
ernor's so-called anti-wagering measures now 
before the house at Albany. It is a significant 
fact reported in the New York Sun of Mareli 17 
that the liotly. as a whole, rejected tlie plea ati.l 
ridiculed the governor's original anti-race track 
legislation passed in 1!mi7. declaring that the gover- 
nor knew himself, when it was framed, that it was 
inoperative and incapable of endorsement to- the ex- 
tent indicated by tlie governor in liis speeches from 
pulpits, in opera bouses, and from tbe rear of 
■qiecially chartered railroad trains when he made liis 
famous tour to secure tin- election of Senator Wallace 
in Niagara County. It is also reported that the 
governor attended tlie official dinner of these gentle- 
men at Albany on the evening of Wednesday. March 
16. and remained twenty minutes making a few 
perfunctory remarks, but not touching U|miii the rac- 
ing situation. 

"It is regarded as extremely significant, in view 
of the revolt against interference from Washington 
in Republican state affairs, that the governor and 
Ins satellites have seen fit to modify the Agnew- 
Perkins hill, now before tlie legislature for recon- 
sideration. in such a way that Individual betting is 
not to lie made illegal. Mr. I’erkins. tlie gentleman 
who introduced tbe original measure in the legisla- 
ture. is now quoted as saying 'what we are now 
aiming at specifically is tlie bookmaker and the 
imolseller. the professional gambler at the race 
track, but not the individual. I. myself, am not an 
extern 1st. I feel that if a person at the race track 
wants to make a friendly wager, lie or she ought to 
lie at liberty to do it without fear of violating any 
statute. If'tliis bill becomes a law oral lietting will 
not be illegal on tlie part of individuals who see 
(it to make an oral bet with one another, lint it wiil 
lie illegal for men who make a business of it to 
accept such oral wagers.’ 

"The governor knows, and so does every other in- 
dividual who has given anv thought to tlie matter, 
that it is ini|Kissible to differentiate between indi- 
viduals. and those who have taken stock in tlie 
pretensions of Mr. Miller, Rev. Mr. Shearer and tlie 
others who are behind the Miller bill in Canada, are 
now offered incontrovertible proof that the measure 
which they advocate will not accomplish the pur- 
poses intended. Great stress lias lieen laid ttiion the 
fact that tlie Hart-Agnew law. which they have 
taken as a model, has killed speculation on tire 
race tracks in New York anil that it is the great 
panacea for all so-called gambling ills. It is a fact 
that it lias done nothing of tlie kind. All that the 
Hart-Agnew law has done in the two years of its 
oneratiou lias lieen to destroy vested interests and 
to bankrupt hundreds of horse breeders, who had 
their all invested in thoroughbred stock. For thir- 
teen years the state encouraged the breeding and 
racing of thoroughbred horses and took a certain 
percentage of the moneys paid at the gate and 
distributed them to the farmers through various 
county fairs held throughout the Empire State. 
Suddenly Governor Hughes realized, or thought he 
saw. aii opportunity to make himself politically 
powerful by tlie advocacy of a so-called anti-wager- 
ing measure. He was told when ho first s|ioke about 
it that it was political dynamite and to let it 

alone, but be did not It the counsel of wiser 

tsditieians in the Republican party, and with all 
the fanatical strenuosity at bis command and in- 
voking the aid of the cfmrches and the force which 
luid made tlie anti-canteen law a iiossiliility. lie 
jammed liis measure through. 

"If is harillv possible with the farcical on t come of 
Bitch legislation in the great Empire State of New 
Y'ork that the conservative element in t'anada will 
permit so unfair a measure as the Miller bill to lie- 
come a law. particularly as Englishmen the world 
over are good judges of race horses, and if they 
feel so inclined, like to make a small wager ii|Kin 
their judgment as to speed and courage. YVitli short 
meetings, say of ten or twelve days’ duration, and 
under tlie propel^ espionage and control. Canada 
would still lie in tin- position of lieiug as sane -as 
Australia, or any other British colony, where the 
sport of horse racing is regarded in the same light 
as it is in England — the s|mrt of kings." 

SOMETHING OF THE LATE ROBERT TUCKER. 

Louisville. Ky.. March 26. — Robert Tucker, whose 
sudden dentil ttiis week was a great shock to Jiis 
friends, was 1mm at Ffankfort March 24. 1X58. He 
received liis early education in the parochial schools 
of that town, tint early in life left Frankfort and 
went to Missouri, where he bceame interested in 
race horses. Before he had reached manhood lie 
had become attaehod to raeing. Mr. Tucker was 
twice marriist. His first wife was Miss Mildred 
Williams of England, whom he married at Saratoga. 

N. Y'.. more than twenty years ago. By this mar- 
riage aii three of liis surviving children were born. 
His first wife died six years ago. and a little more 
than a year later he was wedded to Miss Elizabeth 
Haley of this eity. Besides his wife lie is survived 
by three daughters, Roberta, Frances and Katherine 
Tucker. 

Mr. Tucker placed a large tnirt of liis raeing win- 
nings in tlie hands of his family, so that they might 
enjoy the liest of life should misfortune overtake 
him.' He invested mueli of liis money in Louisville 
real estate, and owned several pieces of valuable 
property at tlie time of liis death. 

Roll Tucker was one of the most popular turfmen 
ever connected with racing. There is not a snot in 
the United States where raeing was ever conducted 
that lie was not known personally or by reputation. 
His gigantic betting operations made him a widely 
discussed figure. He was noted for being one of the 
coolest operators ever connected with the sport. In 
his long connection with the turf Rob Tucker raced 
some notable horses. He was known to wager as 
much as $50,000 to a race, and on one occasion, 
after losing a bet of this amount when his horse lost 
by a nose in a desperate finish, lie was heard to 
remark to a friend, “that was a close finish.” This 
remark was made after a mite of a rider had tossed 
off a ra<v in which lie stood to win $200,000. 

In 19* Hi Sir. Tucker trained Agile, the Kentucky 
Derby winner of that year. The horse was raced at 
Memphis and other southern |>oints. His record was 
good, but it was not thought that lie would In- 
utile to take the measure of Rain's Horn, owned by 
(’apt. Jim Williams, and the winner favorite for 
tlie event. Front start, to finish Mr. Tucker wagered 
on tlie colt and advised liis friends to do likewise. 
On Derby day Bob Tucker was favored by a bit of 
fortune. It rained steadily and tlie track was just 
to tin- liking of Agile and unfavorable for Ram's 
Horn, which went to the post a second choice. Agile 
had little trouble in winning. Tucker itad placed 
liis lK-ts in tlie winter Isioks. and afterward stated 
that lie won over $80,000 on the result. 

Another Kentucky Derby winner trained by Bob 
Tucker was tlie fatuous Halraa. owned by tlie Fleiseli- 
mairn stable, for which Mr. Tucker trained with 
much success for many years. It was after leaving 
them that he became connected with tlie racing 
stable conducted by (’apt. S. S. Brown of Pitts- 
burg. 

As trainer for tbe raeing stable of Capt. S. S. 
Brown, the Pittsburg coal magnate. Mr. Tucker was 
entrusted with tbe handling of some of the liest 
horses ever seen on the American turf. He was a 
skillful man with a horse, lint because of his liet- 
ting proclivities was always forced to take a short 
price for liis money. 

Mr. Tucker developed the famous Broomstick and 
also trained Accountant, which won in the colors of 
Captain Brown many important eastern races. After 
the death of Captain Brown Mr. Tucker remained in 
charge of the horses tielonging to the estate for but 
a short time. He then branched out as an owner, 
but be did not operate on an extensive scale, and 
only owned horses of moderate ability. 

Bob Tucker was of a retiring disposition, but was 
always ready to help a friend in distress. Anil he 
was a good loser. Often lie lias come away from a 
race track as much as $50,000 to the l»ad. liut would 
take supper with friends and converse in such an 
amiable mood as to lead them to think that he bad 
lieen successful in liis operations. 

PLEA FOR TOD SLOAN. 

. Y’igilant writes in the London Sportsman as fol- 
lows : 

"In our French contemporary. Paris Sport, I 
find it stated that Tod Sloan, having applied to the 
Comm issa ires de la Sin-iete d’ Encouragement for a 
renewal of liis jockey’s license, was informed that, 
although there existed no objection on their part, it 
was impossible to accede to liis request until lie bail 
lieen granted one by the stewards of tin- English 
Jm-kev t 'lub. I have always understood that the 
I mot was Oil the other leg. and that but for the 
French veto his license here would have been re- 
storeil long since. In tlie circumstances Sloan would 
ap|ienr to lie between two stools, but. no matter 
which leg wears the limit, surely the time has ar- 
rived- when the means to earn his livelihood might 
with grace and justice he restored to him. Ten 
rears have elapsed since, as a consequence of having 
backed Codomait heavily for the Cambridgeshire, iti 
which he was beaten by Berrill. the little American 
phenomenon has stood down. No doubt his offense 
was grave, hut nut criminal, inasmuch as it was liis 
own mount lie was backing, and tlie loss of what 
should have lieeii the most useful years of liis I ir- 
is indeed heavy |H-nance. Much worse tilings have 
In *eu lK-rpt-trated by jockeys ou the English turf.” 



VICEROY CUP WEEK IN INDIA. 

India is essentially a racing country. Horseflesh 
is comparatively cheap, and a mini Ik- r of the Anglic 
Indians who at home scarcely could afford to pay a 
trainer's wages, find themselves able to compete 
with men of means. The s|xirting subaltern in a 
native regiment runs his horses at race meetings all 
over the country, ami the junior "civilian” disports 
himself in like manner. The rajahs and maharajahs, 
too. are keen on si-curing the various cups — especial- 
ly those offered at the more important meetings. 
And if tlie colored iiotentate carries off the blue 
ribbon of (In- Indian turf, tin* Viceroy's Cup, lie con- 
siders himself the most fortunate of sportsmen. In 
fact, it is the ambition of every Anglo-Indian and 
native owner to win this much-sought-after trophy. 
That is why the entries for (lie Viceroy's Cup in- 
clude horses from tin- best-known stables in India. 

Tin- race is run :jt Calcutta during Christmas 
week, on the picturesque race course which forms 
part of tin- "Maidaji.” Exiles from ail over the 
country put in an appearance. Indeed, indigo and 
tea planters, and others who inhabit the most reeou- 
dite places in the Indian empire, save up for many 
months in advance, that they may do themselves 
well during the week. The event also draws of- 
ficers, judges, joint magistrates, district superin- 
tendents of police, and opium-wallahs from near and 
far. while the railway man who lias lieen ini con- 
struction for some time past takes the opportunity 
to again rub shoulders ■ With the civilization of Cal- 
cutta. The viceroy and tin- lieutenant-governor, 
accompanied by their .suites, put in an appearance; 
highly-placed government officials come by the 
dozen, a sprinkling of globe-trotters is contributed 
by tin- various lintels, and front early in tlie morn- 
ing till late at night the Cup is the sole topic of 
conversation. Merchants almost forget to buy and 
sell; tin- jute trade practically is at a standstill; 
tin- clerks in tlie bank scarcely can Ik- depended 
ii|kiu to add two and two correctly; tlie high court 
judge cannot take his mind off tlie pleasures of the 
afternoon, and the brokers think only of the odds 
against the favorite. Even the European shopkeep- 
ers shut up shop; they recognize that, with all the 
world at the races, they might just as well 1 m- there, 
too. 

Owing to the huge influx of visitors, every pub- 
lic conveyance in the plaee is in demand. Indeed, 
so well do the native drivers of the "gharris” real- 
ize the possibilities of the situation that after one 
o'clock they will accept fares only from those who 
wish to. Ik- driven to tin- races. Even if they are 
proceeding in another direction, toward one o'clock 
they- turn their horses’ heads in the direction of Old 
Court House street or Cbowringhee, where they are 
certain to find numbers of holiday -making Euro- 
peans. each ready 1o outbid tin- other. No matter 
now much the original hirer may remonstrate, the 
"gharri-wallahs” know that they will make enough 
during the afternoon to amply compensate them for 
any police court proceedings which may lie brought 
against them. In t liis. connection many entertaining 
stories are told of distinguished generals and other 
noted Anglo-Indians arriving at the railway station 
to find themselves obliged to take an "ekka” — a 
fiendishly uncomfortable form of native cart. Some 
have even bad to walk tbe whole distance to the 
course through clouds of dust aud under the blazing 
eastern sun. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing about tlie 
meeting is its extraordinary cosmopolitan aspect, 
in the chief enclosure, which is reserved for im-ni- 
liers of tlie Calcutta Turf Club, and for those wiio 
care to pay several rupees for a ticket of admis- 
sion. handsome Sikh maharajahs and other notable 
native gMiteiitiates are to lie found rubbing shoul- 
ders witli bronzed and war-worn staff officers and 
men upon whose shoulders lies the weight of empire. 
Bearded Afghans, dressed in voluminous pajauia- 
like trousers, gold -embroidered slip|H-rs, long fur 
Touts and enormous white turbans, above which is 
the blue and gold kttla cap, look with contempt at 
under-sized Bengalee bankers; Burmese financial 
magnates, in gay silks, liet with Chinese business 
men from Singapore and Penang: aud Malay country 
produce dealers — who wear pink petticoats and 
eqnally gaudy jackets — stare, open-eyed, at every- 
body and everything. 

On tin- other side of tlie course is a smaller and 
less expensive enclosure, where the sergeants front, 
the regiments stationed in tlie fort, and at Dum- 
Dtitn, foregather. One may also see there Parsees 
wearing their remarkable national head-dress, ships, 
officers frian the- various passenger steamers anchored 
-in tlie river Hoogly, Muhwurl money lenders, gay 
in their lK-st attire, and covered with jewelry, native 
students, crammed with more sedition than knowl- 
edge. Australian horse -copers ami Eurasian stable 
helps, lusears, and a picturesque native rag-tag ami 
holtail. 

The course itself Is lined by thousands of Indians, 
among whom is to Ik- found a sprinkling of visitors 
from the farthest. east, many of whom have a trifle 
on each race. Should the favorite win they burst 
into shrill shouts of delight, but if a rank outsider 
romps ip tlie winner they howl with auger, and ex- 
citedly declare that their own particular fancy must 
have been pulled. 

Shortly la-fore the Y’iceroy’s Cup is run, the vice- 
regal • equipage mimy die- seen liowling along the 
"Maidan” road. Their excellencies the viceroy 
aud "vicereine” — as Hie Y'aukees have it — -sit facing 
(lie horses, tin- back seat being occupied by one of 
the family, and by tlie aide-de-camp in waiting, who 
is in undress uniform. Tbe carriage is drawn by 
four horses, with postillions who wear scarlet jack- 
ets, white helmets (which after sundown are ex- 
changed for black velvet bunting eapsi and top- 
boots. The laxly guard— brilliant in scarlet and gold, 
aud commanded by a British officer — escorts the 
equipage, anil other carriages bearing the vice-regal 
guests bring up tbe rear. 

The cortege is received at the entrance to the 
grandstand enclosure by the race stewards, who 
conduct tlie party to the seats reserved for them. 
YVlien the latter have taken their places the viceroy 
sends messages to various |H-rsoiis whom lie proposes 
honoring with a few minutes’ conversation, and 
during the afteruno|i_b£ and his entourage inspect 
the cup and show themselves in the paddock saddling 
enclosure. 

In this .connection an entertaining story is told of 
a certain viceroy wlx> understood more of states- 
manship than of sport. L'ik*ii viewing the cup a 
few minutes before the race was run, he sent for 
tl)e jeweler ^who had made it. and congratulated him 
upon his skill and taste, adding that there was only 
one thing wanting to make liis work complete. The 
oliseqiiious tradesman smirked and regretted that he 
had, liy an oversight, omitted anything that might 
have afforded his patron greater satisfaction, at the 
same time wondering wlmt could |H>ssibly lie amiss. 
'However, he was not long left in doubt, for the vice- 
roy. pointing to tlie space which had been left for the 
winner's name, ingeniously remarked: 'Why haven’t 
you shown the name of the winning animal?” The 
astonished spectators did their Ix-st not to laugh, 
and Ins excellency, -congratulating himself on his 
shrewdness in teaching the jeweler liis business, re- 
turned to liis wife greatly pleased with himself. 
But his triumph was short-lived, for. it|Min his tell- 
ing her what had transpired, she promptly enlight- 
ened him. Half an hour later the story was all 
over tin* course, and within a week it was a topic 
of conversation at every olttb in the country. 

Tlie t'uji race having been run. the viceroy and his 
party, accompanied by the bodyguard, return to Gov- 
ernment House and soon afterward many others 
leave. But those who are determined to have their 
money's worth stay till the hitter end. driving in 
the twilight to the handstand, where hundreds of 
barouches and dog-carts of every description arc 
drawn tip in lines, thus enabling their occupants to 
listen to the latest musical-comedy monstrosities as 
performed by a somewhat indifferent orchestra.
